The youth also was fined 
$115, g iven 6 0 days in jail with 50 days 
and the fine suspended. He also had to 
visit the dog every day and was told 
that if it died he would have to bury it. 
But Spunky lived up to her new 
name. She made it, and by July 
1963 
was sufficiently recovered to be g iven 
a home. The William D. Comstocks, 
then living in the Browns Surrunit area 
near Greensboro, wanted her. 
Spunky arrived in Greensboro on 
July 18, 1963, and was immediately 
placed in a veterinary hospital. 
Within two weeks, she was home 
with the Comstocks, and her life was 
filled with human kindness, love and 
care after that. 
A couple of weeks ag o the Comstocks 
took her back to the hospital. 
This time, Spunky couldn’t make it.

South V ietnam ese soldiers were 


wounded and 18 were missing. This 
raised Vietnamese casualties on both 
sides reported in the two days since 
announcement of the cease-fire to 541 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong and 
119 Saigon troops killed, 615 South 
Vietnamese wounded and 34 missing. 
The U.S. casualties today were the 
first reported since the cease-fire 
announcement.

Laird Sees 1st POW Group 
Home Within Next 2 Weeks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
Defense Melvin R. I^aird said today 
operations for bringing out U.S. 
prisoners of war from Hanoi “will 
shirt this next week,” with more than 
IOO to be home within two weeks. 
I.aird said the POWs will be flown 
nonstop from Hanoi to Clark Air Force 
Base in the Philippines over a roun­ 
dabout route that will first take them 
over Vientiane in Laos. 
But he said there would be no lan­ 
ding in Vientiane as indicated Wed­ 
nesday by presidential advisor, Henry 
A. Kissinger, in outlining terms of the 
peace agreement. “ Present plans do 
not call for a stop in Vientiane,” I^aird 
said. 
North 
Vietnam 
will 
provide 
American officials in Paris with a list 
of POWs on Saturday. A spokesman 
for the U.S. delegation in Paris said the 
list will not be made public in Paris, 
however. 
In a taped interview on the NBC 
Today show, I^aird gave no specific 


date for the landing of U.S. planes in 
Hanoi and left unclear when the first 
prisoners would be given their 
freedom. 
U.S. officials working on the POW 
release plan said this was likely to 
occur sometime near the end of the 
two-week period following the signing 
of the peace agreement. 
Asked in the interview, “When can 
we expect the first American prisoners 
to return home?” I^aird replied, “The 
operation will s ta r t—ifs Project 
Homecoming—the operation will start 
this next week.” 
But later in the program, when 
questioned specifically as to when the 
POWs can be expected back in this 
country, he refused to give a specific 
date, saying only that “more than IOO 
prisoners will be back in the United 
States within the first two weeks.” 
The start of Project Homecoming, 
referred to by I^aird, could mean the 
arrival of a small group of Americans, 
including specialists to set up com­ 


munication links from Hanoi to U.S. 
installations. These men are expected 
to arrive in the North Vietnamese 
capital in about a week. 
Under the term s of the peace 
agreement to be signed Saturday in 
Paris, all American POWs in In­ 
dochina are to be returned within 60 
days and roughly equal installments at 
two week intervals.

Spunky Dies; Stray Canine 
Center Of Cruelty Incident

Spunky, a flop-eared dog who was 
splashed with gasoline and set afire 
almost IO years ago, is dead after a 
decade of human kindness and care. 
Spunky once was front-page news, 
her suffering and painful struggle to 
live touching the hearts of people who 
read about the cruelty that she had 
suffered. 
That was in Muncie, Ind., in 1963. 
She was horribly burned and near 
death when she was found about a 
week after being set afire. She was 
located bv members of the Society for

the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
and was soon receiving treatment in 
Muncie. 
Someone gave her the name Spunky 
as she fought for life. 
M eantim e, a 
20-year-old 
man 
charged with the act told authorities 
that the dog, a stray, had chased his 
chickens. 
A Muncie City Court judge ordered 
the youth to be given 20 lashes with a 
police belt. The youth also was fined 
$115, given 60 days in jail with 50 days 
and the fine suspended. He also had to 
visit the dog every day and was told 
that if it died he would have to bury it. 
But Spunky lived up to her new 
name. She made it, and by July 1963 
was sufficiently recovered to be given 
a home. The William D. Comstocks, 
then living in the Browns Summit area 
near Greensboro, wanted her. 
Spunky arrived in Greensboro on 
July 18, 1963, and was immediately 
placed in a veterinary hospital. 
Within two weeks, she was home 
with the Comstocks, and her life was 
filled with human kindness, love and 
care after that. 
A couple of weeks ago the Comstocks 
took her back to the hospital. 
This time, Spunky couldn’t make it.

In that testimony, Fitzgerald said he 
had discovered the giant C5A transport 
being built by I/)ckheed Aircraft Corp.

One answer to the problem of 
compulsory retirement seems 
to be gaining greater ac­ 
ceptance in American industry. 
This gradual retirement. 


Under one plan, an employe 
who elects to work after age 65 
will work 11 months the first 
year, 10 months the second 
year 
and 
so 
on 
until 
his 
decreased pay approaches his 
retirement income. Each year 
he works over retirement age 
increases his retirement pay 


because of the shorter life 
expectancy. 


In addition to providing the 
employe the advantages of a 
better retirement income and 
allowing him to step into a life 
of 
leisure 
gradually, 
this 
system also has definite ad­ 
vantages to the employer. 
Skilled employes, with their 
backgrounds of many years of 
experience on the job, are thus 
still able to provide the com­ 
pany valuable assistance, and 


the periods of absence give the 
employer ample time to train 
new employes without the lost 
time which inevitably follows 
the replacement of personnel. 
A few companies have had 
the gradual retirement plan in 
effect for years, and report 
satisfaction with the results. 
This seems to be one answer to 
compulsory retirement which 
benefits both employer and 
employe, and at the same time 
erases 
the 
“ not 
wanted” 
stigma from retirement. 


Work ing Blue s 


In the last two years two 
federal task forces — one from 
the Labor Department and the 
second from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 


— have found job interest 
dropping among American 
workers. The first study coined 


the phrase “ Blue collar blues” 
to describe what it found in 
surveying job dissatisfaction. 


Those blues have extended to 
white collars as well, according 
to 
the 
answers 
given 
in 
thousands of interviews in the 
H EW study. Among the in­ 
teresting discoveries was the 
finding that meaningful work 
now ranks higher than pay in 
the job 
interests 
of 
many 
workers. 
The 
importance 
of 
being 
happy at work goes beyond 


immedate 
pleasures. 
It 
in­ 
volves unwelcome additions to 
welfare, relates to drug and 
alcohol abuse and generally 
saps the spirit of an energetic 
people. 
Finding ways of restoring the 
meaning of work to those who 
have lost it could be one of the 
most challenging and rewar­ 
ding problems to be solved in 
modern society. 


Fre e d o m Of Sp e e ch 


The address — 60 West 125th Street 
on New York’s Manhattan Island — is 
smack in the middle of ethnic Amer­ 
ica. There, jammed between the Hair 
Do Beauty Salon, Baer’s Unen Shop 
and Walt Frazier’s liquor store, is one 
of those street level open-access Cable 
TV (CATV) studios that promise to 
bring “ TV power” to anybody and 
everybody. If it works out, such hole- 
in-the-wall TV taping facilities, offered 
for free, will kill the big channel elec­ 
tronic monopoly for ever. 
It’s all on a small scale at the 
moment: the Teleprompter Corpora­ 
tion, with 50,000 cable TV subscribers 
in an area extending from the River- 
dale section of the West Bronx down to 
79th Street in upper New York City on 
the West Side and 86th Street on the 
East, with a cross-availability hookup 
with the 50,000 Sterling Manhattan 
subscribers in downtown areas, adver­ 
tises “ Jewish power, Irish power, 
Black power, Italian power and Puerto 
Rican power” to the ethnics who live in 
the neighborhood. 
I had asked a question in a column 
about the possibility that cable TV 
might provide a competitive answer to 
those who think the government, 
through the Federal Communications 
Commission, must use intimidation 
(the threat of license discontinuation) 
to enforce the Fairness Doctrine. Now, 
with a visit to 60 West 125th Street, I 
was discovering that competition can 
make official intimidation both unwise 
and unnecessary. No Fairness Doc­ 
trine in cable TV is needed: if you have 
a gripe or want to make a Union 
Square speech or wrap yourself in the 
American flag, all you have to do is to 
ask for public access taping time at a 
cable TV studio and you’ll get it. 
It’s not as easy as writing a letter to 
the newspaper, but you can be certain 
that you will reach into some homes, at 
least. Freed from the straitjacket of 
limited wave lengths, cable TV can

carry any number of programs. And if 
you can dramatize your opinion the 
possibility of making an impact could 
be large. 
Who is using the Harlem public ac­ 
cess facility at 60 West 125th Street at 
the moment? I looked in while a group 
called the Friends of Haiti, energized 
by a frail, intense, young woman 
named Jill Ives, was busy taping an 
anti-war program. This didn’t seem to 
have much to do with Haiti, but it was 
enabling certain people to get some­ 
thing off their chests. Henry Pearson, 
the tall, pleasant-spoken manager of 
the studio, said he never asked for cre­ 
dentials or questioned motives: his 
taping facilities, with an expert, Brian 
Crawford, on hand, to teach the most 
effective use of the equipment, were 
open to Fascists, Communists, Demo­ 
crats, Republicans, anarchists, liber­ 
tarians, liberals, conservatives or 
whatever. 
I could see what he meant when I 
looked over his booking lists. Four 
groups were using his Channel C on a 
fairly regular 
basis: 
besides the 
Friends of Haiti, these were the Stu­ 
dent Struggles for Soviet Jewry, the* 
Black Community Profile and the 
Cinema Forum. The Voice of the 
Gospel Soul told one type of story ; the 
Homosexual 
Renaissance 
told 
another. A Boy Scout group — Ex­ 
plorer Post 417 — offered its own idea 
of variety. Lizallota R. Valeska, who 
was Miss Finland back in 1930 and is 
now a great-grandmother at age 69, 
lectured on her methods of breath 
control. The Lincoln Square Commu­ 
nity Council asked for time and got it; 
so did NORML, the National Organiza­ 
tion for the Reform of the Marijuana 
I,aws, followed by an anti-drug group 
that wants to see marijuana buried six 
feet deep. 
Mr. Pearson stressed the pioneering 
nature of his operation. He does not 
censor. There are no verbotens — yet 


— about libel or defamation of char­ 
acter. If any group thinks it has been 
libeled or misrepresented, it is free to 
make its own retort. Whether the free­ 
dom of cable TV public-aceess pro­ 
grams will be abused is something for 
the future to determine. Someone is 
bound to bring a court action some 
time, and the limits of freedom will 
thus be determined by precedents still 
to be created. 
If the I^ eft takes over cable TV, it 
will be the fault of the lethargic Right. 
If the lesbians grab the mike and the 
camera too often, it will be the fault of 
the Straights, Squares, and Geo­ 
metries. There’s a free field now and 
no favor. Eventually every hamlet in 
America could have public-access 
cable TV, as well as more formal local 
area originating shows and commen­ 
tary. Provided, of course, that people 
want them and are willing to pay for 
the cable installations. 
A new world of communications 
could come into being if the grass roots 
decide that free speech is worth the 
effort.

It’s all on a small scale at the 
moment: the Teleprompter Corpora­ 
tion, with 50,000 cable TV subscribers 
in an area extending from the River­ 
dale section of the West Bronx down to 
70th Street in upper New York City on 
the West Side and 86th Street on the 
East, with a cross-availability hookup 
with the 50,000 Sterling Manhattan 
subscribers in downtown areas, adver­ 
tises “Jewish power, Irish power, 
Black power, Italian power and Puerto 
Rican power” to the ethnics who live in 
the neighborhood. 
I had asked a question in a column 
about the possibility that cable TV 
might provide a competitive answer to 
those who think the government, 
through the Federal Communications 
Commission, must use intimidation 
(the threat of license discontinuation) 
to enforce the Fairness Doctrine. Now, 
with a visit to 60 West 125th Street, I 
was discovering that competition can 
make official intimidation both unwise 
and unnecessary. No Fairness Doc­ 
trine in cab’e TV is needed: if you have 
a gripe or want to make a Union 
Square speech or wrap yourself in the 
American flag, all you have to do is to 
ask for public access taping time at a 
cable TV studio and you’ll get it. 
It’s not as easy as writing a letter to 
the newspaper, but you can be certain 
that you will reach into some homes, at 
least. Freed from the straitjacket of 
limited wave lengths, cable TV can 
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carry any number of programs. And if 
you can dramatize your opinion the 
possibility of making an impact could 
be large. 
Who is using the Harlem public ac­ 
cess facility at 60 West 125th Street at 
the moment? I looked in while a group 
called the Friends of Haiti, energized 
by a frail, intense, young woman 
named Jill Ives, was busy taping an 
anti-war program. This didn’t seem to 
have much to do with Haiti, but it was 
enabling certain people to get some­ 
thing off their chests. Henry Pearson, 
the tall, pleasant-spoken manager of 
the studio, said he never asked for cre­ 
dentials or questioned motives: his 
taping facilities, with an expert, Brian 
Crawford, on hand, to teach the most 
effective use of the equipment, were 
open to Fascists, Communists, Demo­ 
crats, Republicans, anarchists, liber­ 
tarians, liberals, conservatives or 
whatever. 
I could see what he meant when I 
looked over his booking lists. Four 
groups were using his Channel C on a 
fairly regular basis: 
besides the 
Friends of Haiti, these were the Stu­ 
dent Struggles for Soviet Jewry, the* 
Black Community Profile and the 
Cinema Forum. The Voice of the 
Gospel Soul told one type of story ; the 
Homosexual 
Renaissance 
told 
another. A Boy Scout group — Ex­ 
plorer Post 417 — offered its own idea 
of variety. Lizallota R. Valeska, who 
was Miss Finland back in 1930 and is 
now a great-grandmother at age 69, 
lectured on her methods of breath 
control. The lincoln Square Commu­ 
nity Council asked for time and got it; 
so did NORML, the National Organiza­ 
tion for the Reform of the Marijuana 
I^aws, followed by an anti-drug group 
that wants to see marijuana buried six 
feet deep. 
Mr. Pearson stressed the pioneering 
nature of his operation. He does not 
censor. There are no verbotens — yet 


— about libel or defamation of char­ 
acter. If any group thinks it has been 
libeled or misrepresented, it is free to 
make its own retort. Whether the free­ 
dom of cable TV public-access pro­ 
grams will be abused is something for 
the future to determine. Someone is 
bound to bring a court action some 
time, and the limits of freedom will 
thus be determined by precedents still 
to be created. 
If the Ijeft takes over cable TV, it 
will be the fault of the lethargic Right. 
If the lesbians grab the mike and the 
camera too often, it will be the fault of 
the Straights, Squares, and Geo­ 
metries. There’s a free field now and 
no favor. Eventually every hamlet in 
America could have public-access 
cable TV, as well as more formal local 
area originating shows and commen­ 
tary. Provided, of course, that people 
want them and are willing to pay for 
the cable installations. 
A new world of communications 
could come into being if the grass roots 
decide that free speech is worth the 
effort.

Jerome Riley of Dorchester said he 
was protesting Harrington’s bill that 
would require the state’s attorney 
general to defend any resident of 
Massachusetts who left the country to 
avoid the draft. 
Riley told Harrington, “Pm giving 
you these medals I earned in Vietnam 
in memory of all my comrades who 
died there, who gave their lives so that 
you could make a mockery of justice 
and democracy and the American 
system. I don’t like to see what you’re 
trying to do.” 
Riley said he served with the 173rd 
Airborne Brigade for 18 months in 
Vietnam through August 1967. He gave 
Harrington a Bronze Star he was 
awarded for bravery, his Vietnam 
campaign ribbon with four stars for 
various campaigns in the war and his 
combat infantryman badge. 
“I don’t want these decorations any 
longer,” Riley said. “I want you to 
have them so you can pin them on all 
the draft dodgers and antiwar pro­ 
testors in Canada and Sweden and 
other places overseas.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Has Henry 
Kissinger talked himself out of a job? 
President Nixon’s assistant for 
national-security 
affairs 
simply 
smiled Wednesday when asked that 
question. 
What indeed will Kissinger <k> now 
that Vietnam peace, at last, is at hand? 
Gossipy Washington is churning out an 
assortment of answers with little help 
from Kissinger, who has indicated he 
doesn’t know himself. 
“ What can top Paris?” he mused 
during a conversation, referring to the 
city ta visited 24 times in 42 months 
pursuing a peace accord. 
Kissinger said a few weeks ago that 
once a Vietnam peace was wrapped up 
he hoped for a leisurely vacation in 
Mexico. Beyond that, there has been 
little information about his plans. 
No sudden change is anticipated in 
Kissinger’s role as Nixon’s chief 
foreign-policy adviser. But Kissinger 
has suggested to friends that the Na­ 
tional Security Council apparatus he 
heads would have a better chance of 
enduring 
in 
subsequent 
ad­ 
ministrations if it had someone else at 
the helm—at least for a while-before 
Nixon leaves office. 
In this way, the Germanbom, for­ 
mer Harvard professor has signaled a 
desire to leave the White House before 


Nixon does. 
But there have been signs, too, that 
Kissinger would relish an opportunity 
to turn his immense energies to other 
world problems—rebuilding Am er­ 
ica’s European alliances, helping build 
a new era in East-West relations and 
perhaps working for a Middle East 
solution. 
Kissinger has appeared to leave 
public efforts toward a Mideast set­ 
tlement to others— perhaps because 
he is Jewish But the Arabs themselves 
reportedly have shown some interest 
in enlisting Kissinger’s talents toward 
working out a solution. 
Kissinger’s timetable for departing 
from the White House conceivably 
could ta influenced by what has been 
interpreted as a recent series of slights 
by Nixon. 
In his speech Tuesday night, Nixon 
mentioned Kissinger only once, when 
he quoted an agreed-upon statement 
issued simultaneously with Hanoi that 
Kissinger and I a* Due Tho had initialed 
an agreement. Nowhere in the speech 
did he praise or pay tribute to the 
thousands of hours Kissinger had 
devoted in four years to ending the 
Vietnam war. 
After Kissinger returned from Paris 
Tuesday night, ta joined Nixon in 
meeting with six congressional leaders

University Hospital Thursday after 
returning from Washington where he 
attended funeral services for former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 


MfXSCOW i AP) — The Soviet Union 
is prepared to participate in the in­ 
ternational peace conference to 
guarantee the end of the war in 
Vietnam, a foreign ministry official 
said today. 


But the official said ta did not yet 
know the date and place of the con­ 
ference provided for in Article 19 of the 
Paris agreement to be signed Satur­ 
day. 


Western sources said the conference 
— to be held within 30 days of the 
signing — probably would be in Paris, 
the site of Vietnam peace negotiations 
since May 1968. 


The purpose of the conference, the 
peace agreement states, is to: 
“ Acknowledge 
the 
signed 
agreements, guarantee the ending of 
the war, the maintenance of peace in 
Vietnam, the respect of the Viet­ 
namese people’s fundamental national 
rights, and the South Vietnamese 


people’s right to self-determination 
and to contribute to and guarantee 
peace in Indochina.” 


The United States and North Viet­ 
nam “ will propose,” the agreement 
says, participation of the Soviet Union, 
China, France, Britain, the Saigon 
Government and the Viet Cong — well 
as the four members of the cease-fire 
control commission 
— 
Canada, 
Poland, Hungary and Indonesia. 


It was not yet known in Moscow 
whether formal invitations had been 
sent, but Western sources said they 
might be withheld until the agreement 
was signed. 


Meantime, the Soviet press has 
published the text of the agreement 
initialled in Paris on Tuesday. Com­ 
mentary with it stresses the settlement 
as a victory for Vietnamese Commu­ 
nists and their foreign supporters. 
Over-all, Soviet press comment has 
been restrained.

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Morality O f Abortion Stirs Church Leaders

Despite the U.S. Supreme Court 
decision removing legal restrictions on 
early abortions, the question of their 
morality still remains dynamite in 
American religious convictions. 
It is not simply a difference between 
religious groups, but runs explosively 
through all of them , P rotestant, 
Jewish and Roman Catholic. 
The official position of m any 
Protestant denominations, along with 
that of the Roman Catholic Church, is 
strongly antiabortion, despite ex­ 
ceptions of some theologians in both 
groups and some Protestant bodies. 
Eastern Orthodox churches 
and 
orthodox Judaism also sharply oppose 
abortion, while reform and con­ 
servative Judiasm have favored 
easing laws against it. 
So sharp and sensitive are the dif­ 
ferences over the m atter that a 
cooperative organization of m ost 
m ajor 
Protestant and Orthodox 
bodies, the N ational Council of 
Churches, has been unable — in four 
years of trying — to formulate a 
modern stand on it. 
“The new permissiveness of the law 
confronts the churches with a greater, 
more urgent responsibility than 


before,” Dr. R. H. Edwin Espy, 
genera] secretary of the council, said 
of the high court ruling. 
“With the legal restraints removed, 
it is more essential that the religious 
dimensions be brought to bear to help 
people make a responsible decision, 
not only the pregnant woman, but 
doctors and all those involved.” 
Other religious leaders also said Hie 
court decision, although striking out 
legal barriers to abortions in the first 
three months, does not resolve the 
religious-ethical issue. 
This simply is left up to the in­ 
dividuals, their consciences and the 
Influence of their religious guides. 
“One trusts in the decency and good 
sense of the American people not to let 
an illogical court decision dicate to 
them on...morality and human life,” 
said John Cardinal Krol, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. 
While the m atter now is left to in­ 
dividual choice, the conflict over it 
rolls on in religious circles, and among 
ethicists in biological sciences. 
“Changing of laws does not change 
people’s convictions a bout a practice,” 
says Methodist theologian J. Robert 
Nelson, of Boston University.

winning streak of 60 games. 
Walton’s season high of 32 points and 
a whopping 27 rebounds steered UCI.A 
to an 87-73 victory over lowly Chicago 
Ixjyola which didn’t know it was licked 
until the closing minutes of a finale on 
a Chicago Stadium twin bill. 
UCIJV Coach Johnny Wooden, who 
takes his Bruins to Notre Dame 
Saturday to try for the magic Bist 
straight victory, said the 6-11 Walton 
turned in ‘ his normal performance.” 
But it took all the wondrous Walton’s 
shooting and defensive skill to offset 27 
UCLA turnovers. They kept hustling 
Ixjyola in the game until a late spurt 
put the Bruins 17 points ahead at 79-62 
with 5:41 remaining. 
Although Notre Dame lost in 
Thursday night’s opener to Illinois 87- 
84, Wooden cautiously looked ahead to 
Saturday’s nationally televised game 
at South Bend—the scene of UCLA’s 
last defeat, an 89-62 upset by the 
Fighting Irish on Jan. 23, 1971.

PEBBIJE BEACH, Calif. (AP) - 
Billy Casper surveyed the wreckage of 
his dismal, frustrating 1972 season and 
spoke in ch aracteristic fashion. 
"Everything was on a downward ebb,” 
he said. “ I was playing bad, swinging 
bad, thinking bad.

My fingers freeze at the typewriter 
when the home team wins. The only 
thing the City of Brotherly Ix)ve leads 
in is firings. 
The Philadelphia Phillies last won a 
pennant in 1950 ... the Eagles in 1960 ... 
the 76ers in 1967, and then they traded 
and bungled their way to becoming the 
laughing stock of pro basketball ... the 
Flyers have never won a title, and 
were bounced in the first round the two 
times they stumbled into the playoffs 
... the Blazers are new, but in the 
Philadelphia tradition—last. 
The town even blew the bicentennial 
celebrations for 1976, and the country 
was born here. 
Everywhere you travel, sports fans 
make jokes about Philadelphia sports 
teams; “ The 76ers played the Mil­ 
waukee Bucks and all the Bucks fouled 
out in the first quarter.

Arriving Wednesday night in Mexico 
City, the woman and two men said the 
64-year-old diplomat seemed an im­ 
portant person whose capture was 
most likely to force Haitian President 
Jean-Claude Duvalier to meet their 
demands. 
Duvalier, to secure the release of 
Knox and U.S. Consul General Ward 
Christianson, 
freed 
12 political 
prisoners, flew all 15 to Mexico aboard 
an Air Haiti plane and paid them 
$70,000 in ransom. 
The Mexican government agreed to 
admit the Haitians, and Foreign 
Minister Emilio O. Rabasa said their 
status would be decided after they 
were questioned today. But Jorge 
Salomon, the Haitian ambassador, 
said he was instructed to seek their 
extradition.

The United States Senate is a closed 
society. Its actions can affect the 
future of the world. But within it, a 
man can rise to the heights of power or 
fall on his face and the world beyond 
may neither know nor care 
Lyndon Baines Johnson made the 
Senate so strong, and was himself so 
strong within it, that he ultimately 
mistook Senate power for national 
power It was a strange misjudgment 
for one so conversant with the vagaries 
of politics; it perhaps cost him the I960 
Democratic presidential nomination. 
But in the long history of the Senate, 
Lyndon Johnson’s eight years of ac­ 
complishment and mastery as leader 
of its Democrats may well be un­ 
surpassed. At times it seemed that 
Johnson was the Senate and the Senate 
was Johnson 
With 
Republican 
Dwight 
I) 
Eisenhower, 
a 
man 
who disliked 
politics, in the White House, and with 
the opposition Democratic party in 
control of Congress for six of the eight 
Eisenhower years, Johnson was 
viewed by many as the most for 
midable political being in Washington 
He savored the role and played it to 
the hilt 
Richard B 
Russell of Georgia ~ 
venerated among senators, and one of 
the 
several 
“ daddys” 
Johnson 
cultivated over the decades said of 
the Texas senator: 
“ He doesn’t have the best mind on 
the Democratic side of the Senate; he 
isn’t the best orator; he isn’t the best 
parliamentarian. But he’s the best 
combination of all those qualities.” 
By the time Johnson came to power 
in 
the 
early 
1950s, 
he 
had 
carefully studied every nook and 
cranny of the ponderous Senate 
establishment. 


“ Perched near the pinnacle of party 
leadership,” 
wrote 
political 
biographers 
Robert 
Novak 
and 
Rowland Evans in their book “ Lyndon 
B. Johnson: The Exercise of Power,” 
“ Johnson had a plan fixed in his mind 
of what he wanted to do ... Johnson had 
long since decided that the Senate 
could be mobilized and shaped, de­ 
pending on the quality of its leaders.” 
The Democratic leader’s aim was to 
stamp his personality on the Senate 
majority. A born trader, intimately 
familiar with the ways of his then-95 
colleagues, Johnson was cut out for the 
job. 
For most of his stint as Senate 
Democratic chieftain, Johnson had it 
in his power to thwart the policies of 
the Republican who occupied the 
White House He seldom exercised it— 
indeed, often drew the criticism of 
more 
partisan 
Democrats 
for 
cooperating with the former war hero. 
Eisenhower’s national mandate at 
the polls was clear enough. It did not 
take an especially astute politician to 
spot the risk inherent in going down the 
line against him. 
Johnson stayed close to the Senate 
day and night. With the assistance of a 
sharp-eyed, quick-witted former page 
from Pickens, S.C., Johnson developed 
an intelligence system that enabled 
him to forecast Senate votes with 
stunning accuracy. 
“ You’re like a son to me,” the father 
of Linda Bird and Luci Baines told 
Bobby Baker, “ because I don’t have a 
son of my own.” Baker was not only a 
son but a third arm to the majority 
leader, swapping information with 
other senators, advising them how to 
vote, keeping head counts for Johnson, 
adding constantly to the leader’s in­ 
telligence storehouse. 
Johnson gave early signs of the 
manner in which he would operate as 
floor leader. In the Senate agonizing 
over the activities of Wisconsin’s 
Communist hunting Joseph R. Mc­ 
Carthy, he withheld his own vote until 
the last moment, carefully selected the 
Democratic members of the select 
committee that investigated Mc­ 
Carthy’s activities and shrewdly 
allowed the Republicans to wrestle 
with themselves in public over the 
touchy issue. 
In the end, Johnson pulled off a solid 
Democratic vote to censure the 
Wisconsin Republican, voting for 
censure himself and assailing Mc­ 
Carthy for his remarks about other 
senators— while carefully avoiding the 
issue of Communists in government. 
That was to be the way for the next 
six years: the concealed hand, the 
computerlike counting of votes, the 
compromise proposal designed to win 
reluctant senators, the swapping of 
dams and power projects for votes. 
The final Senate roll call would some­ 
times be a 
triumphant 
landslide, 
sometimes a dram atic, headline- 
grabbing, one-vote margin. 
Johnson was riding high that steamy 
July day in 1955 when he called a 
leisurely Saturday morning news 
conference 
to 
recite 
the 
ac­ 
complishments of the Congress—in the 
face of some criticism that it hadn’t 
done much. 
Then, as later, Johnson was oo- 
sessively sensitive to #»v?r. me most

when Associated P re ss reporter John 
Chadwick asked one probing question 
too many about th e L B J legislative 
record. L B J exploded in anger and 
invective and the press conference fell 
apart 
A few hours later he suffered a 
massive heart attack 
In the hospital, and at the L B J 
Ranch on the Pedernales, Johnson 
recovered fully, and soon was back in 
the Senate, shrewdly using his power 
over committee assignments, keeping 
tab on which senator’s wife was eager 
for a foreign junket, who needed a dam 
for his state and who needed funds 
from the Senate Democratic Cam 
paign Committee. 
In this way he carefully controlled 
the pace of Senate sessions, instituted 
night and around-the-clock sessions to 
wear down recalcitrant senators, and 
generally remade the debating-society 
image of the ponderous legislative 
body. 
The Senate wasn’t the only thing that 
changed The legislator who had voted 
against every civil rights measure in 
his career began changing his ways in 
1957. Shedding some of his image as a 
regional. Southern senator, Johnson 
courted the liberals, and deftly pushed 
through the Senate the first antecedent 
of the civil rights laws that would place 
him in the history books in the 1960s 
For a Democrat, Johnson also was 
perhaps the best congressional friend 
Eisenhower had He avoided personal 
attacks on the popular President, 
indeed, he appointed himself as the 
protector of the President from the 
Republican right. 
He portrayed the President’s party 
as the war party eager to rattle sabers 
in the Formosa Strait and the Middle 
East, and the spendthrift party, afraid 
to cut its president’s budget. 
He rebelled on occasion. During the 
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I95H Middle East crisis, he was sharply 
critical of Eisenhower's decision to 
send U S Marines into Lebanon And

Eisenhower’s nomination of Lewis L. 
Strauss, a conservative Republican, to 
Im* secretary of Commerce 
By 1959 Johnson, like many other 
prominent

presidential nomination But while the 
young Massachusetts senator, John F. 
Kennedy, had been campaigning for 
the job virtually since 1966, the Senate 
majority leader remained close- 
mouthed and indecisive about whether 
and how to go for the top prize. When 
he finally gave his answer a few days 
before the I960 convention, it was too 
late. 
“ Applied for the first time across the 
wide range of national polities,” wrote 
columnists Evans and Novak, “ the 
tightly controlled system that gave 
Johnson his unique mastery over the 
Senate broke down completely.” 
Johnson believed that the base of 
national power in the states lay in the 
Senate. He was wrong. It lay in the 
precincts, the minority groups, the city 
halls, the unions, and in the delegates 
who would eventually 
choose

nominee.

roll was called at the Democratic 
convention, Wyoming put John F.
